Furious parents are fighting plans to cut all funding for 
school lollipop men and women across the county 


LOLLIPOP men and women 
across the Ely area are set to 
lose their jobs - but furious 
parents are vowing to do eve¬ 
rything in their power to save 
them. 

In a bid to save approxi¬ 
mately £41 million in 2016/17, 
cash-strapped Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council chiefs are 
proposing the toughest cuts 
so far. 

And among services facing 
the axe are lollipop men and 
women at schools across the 
county. The council hopes to 
save £171,000 by cutting the 
funding for the crossing pa¬ 
trols. 

A final decision will not be 
made until February but par¬ 
ents at many schools across 
the county have started cam¬ 
paigning. 

Among them are a group 
of parents whose children at¬ 
tend Spring Meadow Infant 
and Nursery School and St 
Mary’s Junior School, both in 
Ely’s High Barns. 
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They have launched a pe¬ 
tition in a bid to stop their 
lollipop man, Martin Skip¬ 
per, from losing his job - and 
more than 500 people have 
already signed it. 

Mum-of-two Ivana Devine, 
of Prickwillow Road, Ely, said: 
“We are all extremely upset 
and worried sick by what the 
council is proposing. 

“Their argument is that it’s 
down to parents to be respon¬ 
sible for getting their children 
to and from school safely but 
that’s an awful view to have, 
and it’s not fair on the chil¬ 
dren. 

“My daughters and the 
hundreds of other children at 
the schools in High Barns rely 
on Martin - he is essential. 

“The road is extremely busy, 
not all children have very 


good road sense and there 
have already been a number 
of children hit by cars in High 
Barns recently. 

“More than 500 people 
have signed our petition al¬ 
ready which shows how wor¬ 
ried we all are. We’ll do every¬ 
thing in our power to prevent 
this from happening.” 

It’s not just Martin, 57, who 
could be made redundant - 
school crossing patrol servic¬ 
es across the whole of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire are at risk. 

Martin, who lives in Little- 
port, and has been a lollipop 
man at the two Ely schools 
for almost three years, said: 
“What the council is propos¬ 
ing is terrible. If we lose our 
jobs children’s lives will be 
put at risk, there’s no doubt 
about it. 

“I’ll be devastated if I lose 
my job. The kids run up to 
me every morning and after¬ 
noon, and they hold that stick 
with me. 

“Only in September a lit¬ 


tle boy was clipped by a car 
outside the schools. Thank¬ 
fully he was OK but I honestly 
don’t know how a child hasn’t 
been killed there yet. 

“Many of the children have 
absolutely no road sense and 
that’s why I’m there. 

“I’m really grateful to the 
parents starting the petition 
and I just hope the council 
pays attention to it. We can’t 
sit back and allow this to hap¬ 
pen.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “Part of our budg¬ 
et planning proposals for 
2016/17 include proposals 
to withdraw funding for the 
school crossing patrol ser¬ 
vice. 

“But these are only propos¬ 
als and are currently part of a 
wide-ranging consultation. 

“A final decision will not 
be made until the full county 
council meets next February.”

Widow told she 
cannot share her 
husband’s grave 


A WIDOW has been banned 
from sharing a grave with 
her late husband of 25 years 
when she dies. 

Judge Leonard QC, a judge 
of the Church of England’s 
Consistory Court, has ruled 
that although the prospect 
of being buried apart from 
the man she loved “terrifies” 
Jennifer Buckley, he will not 
permit her to be buried in 
the grave of Nathan Buckley 
in St Andrew’s churchyard, 
Witchford. 

Instead, the judge, who is 
Chancellor of the Diocese 
of Ely, bowed to the wishes 
of Mr Buckley’s grown-up 
daughters. The daughters, 
who have a different moth¬ 
er, told the judge that if the 
body of Mrs Buckley was 
buried in their father’s grave, 
the presence of her body 
would “amount to a betrayal 
of their mother”. 
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The challenge to Mrs 
Buckley’s request to reserve 
a space in the grave was led 
by Olive Boswell, supported 
by her three sisters and oth¬ 
er family members. 

The judge said that Mr 
Buckley died in 1986, aged 
66. Mrs Buckley had lived 
with him since 1961 when 
he was 40 and she was 17. 

When he died, she acted 
as his next of kin at the time 
of his burial in St Andrew’s 
churchyard. They had also 
had six children together. 

However, the judge said 
that in fact Olive Boswell 
was Mr Buckley’s true next 
of kin. She was his eldest 
daughter by his first partner 
Violet Buckley, who died in 
1957 at the age of 32. Vio¬ 
let Buckley is also buried 


in St Andrew’s churchyard, 
though in a different grave. 

Olive Boswell claimed that 
Mrs Buckley had caused 
“untold rifts and misery” 
within the family. In refus¬ 
ing Mrs Buckley permis¬ 
sion to reserve space in the 
grave, the judge said that in 
such circumstances when 
there are no written instruc¬ 
tions as to the wishes of a 
deceased person, then the 
wishes of their personal rep¬ 
resentative should be put 
first in respect of the grave. 

He said that after consid¬ 
ering all the views put for¬ 
ward during the case and 
giving due weight to the 
views of Olive Boswell as 
next of kin, he considered 
that the dispute between the 
parties “weighed in favour 
of non intervention” and 
for this reason he would not 
grant Mrs Buckley’s request.

VITAL upgrade work to the Ely 
North Junction will not be car¬ 
ried out until at least 2019. 

The scheme, predicted to cost 
around £35 million to complete, 
was due to be finished in the 
current spending round, which 
runs until 2019. 

However, Network Rail an¬ 
nounced last week that the work 
will take place in the next spend¬ 
ing period, which runs from 
2019 until 2024. 

Details of the new plans have 
been published in a review of 
Network Rail’s building pro¬ 
grammes by the company’s new 
chairman, Sir Peter Hendy. 

The document says the junc¬ 
tion upgrade is being delayed “to 
allow co-ordination with safety 
critical level crossing works 
nearby.” 

Network Rail originally hoped 
to have the Ely North Junction 
fully upgraded by the end of 
2017 but in the summer it was 
told to review all of its projects 
planned between now and 2019 
by the DfT. 

By doubling the junction, 
which is located at Queen Ad¬ 
elaide and links London, Cam¬ 
bridge, Norwich, Peterborough 
and King’s Lynn, campaigners 
say it could generate economic

“This work will pave the way 
towards building a station at So¬ 
ham, which remains one of my 
key priorities.”

Network Rail says it will report 
back to the Government on how 
it intends to fund and introduce 
the measure by the spring.

scooters in the issue of November 
26th. 

First she should count her blessings 
every day that she can still walk. She 
should also be aware that you never 
know what's ahead of you. I was 
always fit and healthy, walked a lot, 
swam and went to a gym and I never 
expected to be struck by Parkinsons' 
Disease at 53. Now, 11 years later, I 
cannot really walk outside the house 
and even with my mobility scooter 
am nervous of going into town alone. 

I am sure Ms Richards has not 
noticed how bad the pavements 
are - and this is before you start 
dodging cars and lorries parked on 
pavements, plus dustbins and street 
furniture. Another issue is people 
parking across the dropped kerbs 
where scooter riders need to get up 
and down. 

There is no test for scooterists but 
there is none for pedestrians either 
and I have found that I am driving 
slowly behind some people they will 
suddenly stop and I have to stop 
suddenly usually eliciting complaints 
from behind as someone on their 
phone didn't notice I had stopped. 
When coming towards me 3 or 4 
abreast they always assume it's me 
that will change course. They let their 
dogs, children and anything else they 
can get in your way. 

Most shops are very good and 
welcome scooters but in some 
cases where space is tight I need to 
reverse activating a beeper and then 
I get looked at as if I am causing 
massive inconvenience to everybody. 
Shopkeepers and shoppers alike tend 
to ignore you if you are in a queue. 

I would give anything to be able 
to walk around Ely again and there 
are days when I feel life is not worth 
living with this horrible illness. It 
affects every part of my life and 
makes me feel useless but I try to 
struggle on as best I can. It's easy 
to be judgemental but every one of 
these scooter riders has a story, so 
don't judge. 

I agree there may be one or two 
obese people who use them out 
of laziness but I would put it at 8% 
rather than 80%.

Hazards are all 
too obvious 

I HAVE plenty of recent experience of 
the traffic activity at the roundabout 
by the BP garage where the new 
signs have been placed imposing lane 
directions. 

Over the past few days I have seen 
up to three out of five cars in the left 
lane where the sign indicates left turn 
only (north on A10), going straight 
across and some thus undertaking 
cars following the lane choice 
dictated by the new signs. 

I have personally been "undertaken" 
at that point at least twice in the past 
four days. This creates considerable 
accident potential and, it seems from 
your last article, that there have been 
minor collisions already. 

This four exit roundabout is a classic 
case for relying on Rule 185 of the 
Highway Code and the logical lane 
choices shown in the Code's own 
diagram. 

The imposition of this new instruction 
on one of the four entrances to this 
roundabout appears to defy common 
sense and create unnecessary 
hazard. Having lived here for nearly 
six years I cannot see any apparent 
improvement in traffic flow as a result 
of this new measure but the hazards 
are all too obvious.

New layout is 
an improvement 

I FELT the need to respond to the 
front page article regarding the new 
roundabout layout. 

I whole heartedly disagree with 
what this man has to say. I have 
commuted up that road every week 
day for 4.5 years. Over that time 
the traffic has got worse and worse 
to the point where we are now 
queuing as far back as Little Thetford 
in rush hour trying to get past that 
roundabout. It would take 5-15 
minutes to crawl along the A10 from 
Little Thetford as the traffic backed 
up from the A10 Ely bypass. 

The day they changed the 
roundabout I knew something was 
different as there was barely a queue 
and the traffic flows. Changing that 
right hand lane has made a world of 
a difference to the flow of the traffic, 
it actually moves! I am one of those 
drivers who needs to go straight over 
the roundabout into Ely and I think it 
is a great move. 

In response to the damage to Garry 
Griffiths car, I think it says more 
about his driving than anything else. 

I haven't seen any incidence of this 
nature at the roundabout. Most 
drivers read the road signs. Mr 
Griffith even admits in the article 
on day one he ignored the road 
sign! That is where the accidents 
happen. He is correct about the 
highway code, the left lane is for 
straight over, unless the highway 
agency deems it safer and marks an 
appropriate change. Such as arrows 
on the road and signs. It is not 
uncommon. Further down the A10 at 
the roundabout outside the recycling 
centre and tip near Landbeach, the 
left lane is left and the right lane is 
straight over, as indicated by the 
arrows on the road. 

I hope the highways agency gets good 
feedback on this roundabout, aside 
from this man's view as it has been 
nothing but beneficial from what I 
have seen.

Swimming club angry over 
‘less attractive’ pool design

A DECISION not to include compe¬ 
tition level seating or a splash pool 
for babies at Ely’s new swimming 
pool when it is built has been criti¬ 
cised. 

The City of Ely Swimming Club 
was hoping that the new eight- 
lane pool would boast around 200 
spectator seats - and a ‘confidence 
splash pool’ for young children. 

But the district council has con¬ 
firmed that both of those features 
will not be included - much to the 
disappointment of the club and 
Cllr Lorna Dupre, leader of the East 
Cambs Lib Dems. 

The council insists having 40 
spectator seats at the pool is suf¬ 
ficient. However a spokesman for 
the swimming club said: “It is such 
a shame that such a fantastic op¬ 
portunity to deliver a once in a gen¬ 
eration facility might suffer save 
for a bit more creative design and 
commercial effort. 

“Despite the public consultation 
overwhelmingly stating a need for 
these key elements in the design 
the council is yet to properly in¬ 


vestigate alternative designs, ob¬ 
tain detailed costs that might help 
assuage public concerns, or even 
sit down with local clubs to under¬ 
stand their requirements... 

“It would be great to see a coun¬ 
cillor having routine involvement 
with local community sport and 
well-being to better understand 
what they are trying to deliver.” 

Cllr Dupre said: “The Conserva¬ 
tives are preparing to throw abso¬ 
lutely every last penny the council 
has into the leisure centre. 

“Their decision not to provide 
these facilities will make the new 
pool less attractive, both to com¬ 


petition swimmers and to families 
with young children.” 

As reported, the council says the 
multi-million pound proposals for 
land off Downham Road are mak¬ 
ing progress, however the decision 
on how the centre will be funded 
will not be made untl next April. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of 
the commercial services commit¬ 
tee, said: “We all want the new lei¬ 
sure centre to be the very best it can 
be. The mix of facilities is currently 
very diverse, however we must be 
realistic about what is required and 
what we can afford. 

“The new pool is designed for a 


variety of uses but we must be clear 
it is not planned to be used for re¬ 
gion-wide swimming competitions 
which would require over 200 spec¬ 
tator seats. 

“Putting aside so much room for 
seats which would be used on only 
very rare occasions simply does not 
offer value for money especially 
given those facilities can be found 
elsewhere in the county. 

“We must be realistic which is 
why we have been talking to na¬ 
tional sporting bodies and the wid¬ 
er communities about what can be 
delivered.

Speaking about his mum’s 
illness, James said: “Demen¬ 
tia leaves those living with 
the condition and family and 
friends around them feeling 
helpless. To receive a diagnosis 
for a condition for which there 
is no cure is incredibly hard. 

“I support Alzheimer’s Re¬ 
search UK because I live in the 
hope that one day the future 
will be different for other fami¬ 
lies facing a diagnosis of de¬ 
mentia, and that there will be 
effective treatments to stop the 
disease process in its tracks. 

“I’ve accepted that any new 
treatments will most likely be 
too late for mum now, but she 
would be immensely proud to 
know that my efforts may make 
a difference for those who are 
yet to receive a diagnosis.”

Fairer school 
funding at last

SCHOOLS in the Ely area are 
to finally receive fairer fund¬ 
ing - much to the delight of 
teachers and MPs. 

For years, parents, teach¬ 
ers and politicians have 
campaigned to try and ad¬ 
dress the funding shortfall 
that has left Cambridgeshire 
as the worst funded local 
education authority in the 
country for a long time. 

Last week, George Os¬ 
borne announced an over¬ 
haul of the formula that 
should rid the system of 
the discrepancies which 
currently exist, where Cam¬ 
bridgeshire pupils receive 
an average of £4,200 per year 
against an average of £6,300 
for the highest funded areas. 

From September 2017, 
the resources schools and 
local authorities receive will 
be based on pupil charac¬ 
teristics rather than historic 
political calculations. The 
Department for Education 
will consult on the details in

early 2016. 

Since becoming South 
East Cambridgeshire’s MP, 
Lucy Frazer has led a re¬ 
newed charge to get the 
funding formula looked at 
and was part of a group of 
111 MPs who wrote to the 
Prime Minister calling for 
change. 

She had also taken lo¬ 
cal headteachers to meet 
with former education sec¬ 
retary Michael Gove and 
current Secretary of State 
Nicky Morgan, to ensure 
that addressing the need 
for rural education funding 


remained on the Govern¬ 
ment’s agenda. 

Mrs Frazer said: “I am de¬ 
lighted the Chancellor has 
committed to removing the 
inherently unfair funding 
system for schools. His an¬ 
nouncement means that we 
will finally see fairer funding 
for Cambridgeshire. 

“This is something I have 
been campaigning on for 
two years, taking head 
teachers to meet with the 
education secretary to ex¬ 
plain how the current for¬ 
mula was unfair and affect¬ 
ing their schools and raising 
this issue with both the ed¬ 
ucation secretary and the 
Chancellor. 

“As the consultation pro¬ 
cess starts next year I will 
ensure that this commit¬ 
ment is followed through 
and I will fight to ensure that 
it works well for our area.”

‘It’s behind you!’ 

A look at the history of pantomime 


How did pantomime become the 
marvellous (if eccentric) form of 
entertainment it is today? And how did 
it become part of Christmas? We take 
a look at the colourful origins of this 
unique tradition: 

PANTOMIME is a dynamic art form 
that is as much influenced as much by 
current affairs and political 
activities as it is 



by its original purpose, to dramatise 
the mystical events of Christmas. 
Nowadays, it is a uniquely British form 
of entertainment found nowhere else 
in the world. 

But oddly, it appears to have originally 
derived from traditional Italian 
entertainment. 

Early pantos were 
stylised productions 
containing certain 
very recognisable 
characters, in 
what was what 
we should term 
today, a ‘classical 
Harliquinade’ with 
traceable pagan 
origins. 

The Harlequin, 
messenger of 
the gods, could 
be recognised 
by his wand 
and winged 
cap. Some 



pantomimes even contained a Punch¬ 
like figure, though a more friendly 
character than one encounters in the 
classic Punch and Judy show. Then 
called Mr. ‘Ponch 1 , he was apparently 
also known in Roman times under the 
name of Maccus. 

These early pantos were full of satire 
and featured some pretty racy 
scenes. 

But the British theatre-goer would not 
have recognised the Italian original 
in the rather less boisterous 
British version. 

Where British performances 
favour daft jokes, slapstick and 
a sprinkling of innuendo, the 
Italian entertainment itself had 
its roots way back in the early 
Middle Ages and performers 
were held in high esteem. 

It was David Garrick, an 18th 
century actor-manager from 
London, who recognised the 
festive potential of this quirky 
dramatic form. “If they won’t come 
to Lear and Hamlet”, he famously 
said, “I must give them Harlequin”. 

In order to avoid criticism from his 
peers and maintain a reputation, 
Garrick set about changing 
pantomime’s cultural identity, partly 
by limiting Drury Lane pantomimes 
to the Christmas season. 

Pantomimes became associated 
with the fun and frivolity of the 
holiday season rather than 
being denounced as a threat. 

In doing so, Garrick created a 
convention which has survived 


to this day. 

It’s not just families who enjoy these 
fun-filled spectacles - the festive 
panto has become popular amongst 
celebrities keen to get their glad 
rags on. Soap stars such as Barbara 
Windsor are regularly seen touring the 
country alongside other household 
names such as David Hasselhoff 
and Lily Savage.

Greg Van Dicks of Pocock and 
Shaw looks at the Chancellor’s 
Autumn Spending Review. 


Are things finally going to 
change for the better in the 
world of UK housing? Chancellor 
George Osborne certainly says 
that they are. In his autumn 
spending review he announced 
plans to “end the crisis of home 
ownership.” Fine words. But 
what do they mean? 

The housing budget will be 
doubled to £2 billion a year and 
400,000 new homes built across 
the country. The new building 
spree will be funded by public 
money and developers will be 
encouraged to build 200,000 
starter homes. Funding will 
also go to build 135,000 shared 
ownership homes allowing for 
an initial buy-in from purchasers 
and then the acquisition of more 
shares as they can be afforded. 
The government will also widen 
the Help to Buy Scheme so that 
it will be open to all households 
earning less than £80,000. Young 
families will also benefit from 
the decision to hold back the 
proposed cuts to tax credits 
by delaying implementation 
of these unpopular cuts. He 
is, however, capping housing 
benefit for new tenancies. 

Other measures include 10,000 
new homes to be built to rent 
out at a value allowing tenants 
to save for a deposit. Also, 8,000 
specialist homes are to be built 
for older people or those with 
disabilities. Homebuyers that 
will lose out this time round are 
those purchasing second homes 
and buy to let properties. They 
will now pay a higher rate of 
stamp duty of 3 per cent above 
usual levels. Many will be greatly 
put out by this. But those non 
buy to let purchasers at the 
lower end of the market may 
feel that they have won back a 
slender financial advantage over 
commercial investors. Those 
about to enjoy the pleasures of a 
second home will also pay more 
for this opportunity. Whether this 
will deter buy to let or second 
home buyers in the long run 
remains to be seen, but the 
measure will raise an extra £1 
billion by 2021. 

How all this will help the overall 
housing situation is hard to 
gauge. Certainly even small 
steps forward are positive ones. 
Yet the elephant in the room 
remains. This is the inexorable 
rise of house prices - forecast 
by some to be between 6 and 
10 per cent next year. With so 
few properties coming onto 
the market, and with the ripple 
effect from the eye-watering 
Cambridge market, prices are 
being driven ever higher. The 
new home surge announced by 
George Osborne will provide 
some help in the long run. But 
in the short term it will only be a 
significant leap in the number of 
second hand stock that will put 
a brake on price rises and allow 
buyers the vital time they need 
for their earnings to reach home 
purchase affordability.

For a lot of people starting in business 
begins with them forming a limited 
company; historically it has been the 
most tax efficient structure to trade 
through. However, with the new rules 
on taxing dividends starting from 6 
April 2016, would you now be better 
as a sole trader? 

Under the 2016/17 tax rules, as a sole 
trader you will pay no tax on your first 
<£11,000 of profits, assuming you have 
no other income. You will then pay 
20% up to £31,900 and then higher 
rates above this. You will also have to 
pay class 4 national insurance at 9% on 
profits between £8,060 and £42,385, 
with a lower rate on profits above this. 

As a company, you will pay 20% 
corporation tax and in the past you 
would not pay tax on any dividends 
you take out of the company unless 
they exceeded the basic rate tax 
threshold.

TTie best 

thing we 
ever did 

Jenny Chapman went to see Steve Crook, a man 
who loves what he does so much he named his 
waste management company after his daughters 



// l T doesn't smell/' the PR lady points 
I out. From sniffing the air I had already 
I ascertained this. I have visited waste 
management companies before, and boy did 
they stink, but at Ellgia there is not so much 
as a whiff. Flow do they do it? 

"Air freshener," says the sales director, Joe 
Rudd. 

'Gracious, all those aerosols' momentarily 
crosses my mind. 

"No, it's quick turnaround." 

I am visiting a stupendously successful 
business, from a standing start in 2011 to 
£18 million turnover and growing fast. I 
know, I've said it before, but where there's 
muck, etc, and if you get it right, like Ellgia, 
the old truism holds good. 

Steve Crook (what an unfortunate name 
for a businessman) is Ellgia, along with Joe, 
the only other director. 

Steve, a dapper dresser with that warm 
glow of obsession in his gaze, makes it clear 
from the word go, waste is his passion. 

"If you are in this industry you love it or 
you are not in it for long; I've been in it for 
30 years." 

He started out with Biffa, routing vehicles 
and looking after drivers. He climbed to the 
top of the heap and joined Shanks where 
it was his job to look for acquisitions. "I 
went to see a company in Soham, Anglia 
Recycling, it was too small for Shanks but it 
looked like a good opportunity. Our second 
baby was on the way, we had just bought a 
nice house, it was a fairly big risk." 

His wife, Sue, encouraged him "and it 
was the best thing we ever did. I had the 
business six years and built it up, then I was 
approached by a private equity company. I 
kept a stake in the business, but sold enough 
to give us financial stability". 

That was in April 2008. Later that year the 
bottom fell out of just about every market, 


confidence was lost, and the business was 
sold to industry giant Viridor. 

"I thought 'I'm now unemployable. I like 
to make the decisions', so I left and did 
the house up and then didn't know what I 
wanted to do until one of my old customers 
rang: 'Steve, it's not the same.' I'd got my 
fishpond, I don't like golf, I'd just given up 
rugby, and I was a nightmare at home." 

He contacted Joe, who had worked with 
him at Anglia and together they registered 
the new company Ellgia (Steve has two 
daughters, Ella and Georgia): "It was me, Joe 
and one driver, that was January 2011. 

"Our first year was tough. I rented a yard 
in Cambridge but we did not have a site 
for processing, and took rental offices. We 
had one customer who came with us, but 
I thought 'I can't just be the same as the 
competition'." 

He worked out that most of his potential 
customers were not only concerned about 
getting rid of their waste, but also bogged 
down by regulation and increasingly 
onorous disposal requirements. 

Steve set up a system, real time, 
which would take care of all this, 
provide a private portal for each 
customer, enabling them to see 
where everything is 24/7, and 
at the same time delivering an 
instant report for the board. 

And no-one else in the industry 
was doing this at the time. 

"That was the hook, but our 
biggest problem was not sales, 
but lack of credit score and no 
trading history. We were fairly 
confident, but it was tough. 

Then, as word was getting round 
that we were here, we started to 
gain more business, and we made 
a couple of small acquisitions in the

Boston area, just a couple of vehicles each, 
but it gave us another operating area. 

"At the same time, Lancaster Business Park 
became available and I went to see this old 
Second World War hangar where Lancaster 
bombers had been. It was perfect-you want 
plenty of space and height to operate in - 
and in October 2012 we relocated." 

Joe recruited more people to his sales 
team and things went from better to better 
still: "We surprised quite a few people 
among our competitors." 

For a while, Steve had his eye on a 
company in Newmarket, A J Thompson, 
and had hopes of buying it "but Tony 
would never had sold his business". Tony 
Thompson died suddenly and his sister did 
sell the business - to Ellgia. Everything was 
then moved to Ely. 

"We are a waste management company 
with a strong bias towards recycling," Steve 
says. "Both Joe and myself had worked 
for larger organisations, and the 
advantage we now have 
is that we can act very 
quickly, but with all 
the mechanisation 
to monitor. What 
I always say is, 
if you can't 
measure it, you 
can't monitor 
it. 87-90 per 
cent of what 
I we collect 
is diverted 
away from 
landfill." 
What's 
left can be 
converted into 
fuel which, I 
suggest, is just 
another form of 
recycling. Steve 
is not sure, but 
agrees with me 
after some 



thought. 

"There's no secret about what we do," 
he continues, "it's very hard work and I am 
continually thinking how can we get better 
and do things our competitors can't." 

Ellgia has recently introduced a new 
service, food waste, which is already 
going well, catering to single shops, which 
have no more than a domestic dustbin 
to be collected, right up to 20 cubic yard 
containers for major customers. "From 
the corner shop to Marshall Group, 
Addenbrooke's and Cambridge University 
Press." 

The company is working with the Bedford- 
based anaerobic digestion company Biogen 
to turn waste into biofertilizer and electricity. 

Recycling paper is a large element of the 
business, and one transformed some years 
ago, Steve says, by China coming on the 
scene and breaking an aggressive monopoly 
held by the UK mills. But is Ellgia now 
suffering as a result of things slowing down in 
the Far East? 

"I expect it to, but it hasn't so far. It's not 
our only alternative. Indonesia has started 
to be interested, and India is a massive 
untapped market." 

The thought of transporting waste all those 
miles across the ocean might seem, on the 
surface, well, wasteful, but it is better than 
sending back empty the tankers which have 
come from China to deliver goods to the UK. 
That's the logic, anyway. 

Steve says Ellgia looks at every customer 
differently; for instance, they may have 
paper waste, but the paper can vary 
enormously in quality and therefore recycling 
value. I think he could talk for hours about 
all this, and he does make it fascinating, but 
to business, numbers, which is where he is 
not so forthcoming, well, he doesn't need to 
be, it's his business. 

"We are in a good positive cashflow 
position," he says. 

That means a decent profit on the current 
£18 million turnover, which is likely to reach 
around £50 million within five years. The 
acquisitions continue, last year accountants 
EY approached Steve to see if he might 
be interested in buying a company in 
Scunthorpe: "The first question was 
L about the people, because I can't be in 
Scunthorpe all the time." 

Again, it was a sale brought about 
because of the death of the owner, 
k and during the time Steve was

sorting out the deal, the competito| across the 
road wanted to sell too. "I thought f Can I do 
two acquisitions at once?', then I thought I'll 
give it a go'. 

"I love what I am doing, and Joe loves 
what he is doing, so we will invest in more 
acquisitions. I am not cocky, I don't think I am 
arrogant - you will have to decide - but this 
time round I am a lot more confident, and fl 
while it is easy to get customers it is not so easy 
to hold on to them, but we do. 

"I would like to be a strong regional player, 
but I have never set myself limits. I said to Joe*^ 
it would be nice to get to £20 million in five 
years, and we'll have done it easilyA I 

Ellgia now has 125 full-time staff and 66 
vehicles (that's at £180k each), and Steve keeps 
an eye, literally, on the whole operation - Ely, 
Boston, Scunthorpe - via his iPad: "I have 
cameras everywhere, so that 24 hours a day 
I can see what's going on - and I do, I do'.-,j^ 

It's peace.of mind. I don't want to say it's Big 
Brother. . . but I suppose it is, a bit." 

Plans for the future? "I don't’know. I will 
continue to do this, I shall never retire. I might 
float, or sell, although ( can't see that last one 

happening .*5 

"I like rugby, although I don't play any more,L 
and my fish pond, but I don't have any other 
interests. Perhaps I'll get a bike - I Mice to keep 
fit because I feel happy when I am." 

Steve and Sue live at Bassingbourn. Daughter 
Ella is 24 and works in the business; Georgia is ’ 
13. Family holidays are at the villa in Majorca, 
although Steve takes his iPad with him. 

Ellgia has 6,000 customers, among them, as 
Joe tells me on the way out, 70 per cent of their 
neighbours on Lancaster Way Business Park - 
that's smU/sufficient accolade.

D angerous 

driving, bad 
taste in music or 
even flatulence are all 
key reasons why UK 
commuters are put off 
the idea of car sharing, 
according to a new 
survey. 

Commissioned by 
the BBC to coincide 
with the release of 
Peter Kay's Car Share 
on DVD, the survey 
asked 2,000 drivers 
about their commuting 
habits. 78 per cent 
said they regularly 
drove to work, with 14 
per cent using public 
transport and only 
eight per cent cycling 
or walking. But when 
asked if they had ever 
used car sharing to get 
to work, 72 per cent 
said they hadn't, with 
just 18 per cent saying 
they car shared every 
working day. 

The survey reveals 
it's the habits and 
actions of the 
passenger or driver 
that is the biggest 
barrier to car sharing. 
Topping the list was 
an unsafe driver, with 
51 per cent of those 
polled citing this as the 
main reason. 

Examples of 
annoying car sharing 
habits can be seen 


in Peter Kay's Car 
Share on DVD 
and BBCStore. 
com. Supermarket 
assistant manager 
John (Peter Kay) 
and promotions rep 
Kayleigh (Sian Gibson) 
are thrown together 
in a company car 
sharing scheme and 
get off to an awkward 
start; Kayleigh spills 
her urine sample 
over John's shirt, 
annoys him with her 
taste in music and 
radio singalongs, and 
astounds him with 
some over-sharing 
of her personal 
life, including the 
revelation that she 
sometimes goes 
"dogging" at the 
weekend. But despite 
the mishaps and their 
differences, an unlikely 
friendship blossoms 
between the pair to 
the sounds of Forever 
FM on the car radio of 
John's Fiat 500L. 

Peter Kay said: "The 
idea of two people car 
sharing to work each 
day really appealed 
to me, as it highlights 
the comedy in the 
minutiae of the daily 
trek and allows the 
spiralling conversations 
of life to unwind in all 
of their glory."

TYLER Goodjohn has vowed to 
take his time to reach the top at 
welterweight when he gets back in 
the ring on Saturday. 

Having taken a break from boxing 
following his defeat to John Wayne 
Hibbert in their WBC International 
light-welterweight title bout in 
January the Wentworth hitter wants 
to make his mark in the higher 
division. 

But he said he had learned much 
from the experience and wants to 
take things more steadily having 
set up his own personal training 
business while away from action. 

Goodjohn, 24, who meets Ivo 
Gogosevic on his return at London’s 
York Hall, could be in line for a shot 
at the Southern Area belt at welter¬ 
weight next spring, potentially at a 
venue in Mid-Anglia. 

And he said that is ideally the path 
he would like to take, having recently 
moved to St Ives, where he trains 
with coach Steve Whitwell. 

“I got drawn into being a bit of 
a crowd-pleaser and then I had 
the weight problem as well,” said 
Goodjohn. 

“I got that reputation of being an 
entertainer, but I was in those big 
fights and having wars all the time. 

“You can’t go on having those fights 
and expect to have a long career. 

“I’ve signed with Steve Goodwin 
and he’s talking about March or April 
bringing a show around here for the 
Southern Area title, so that’s really 
exciting. 

“Having a show around here is 
something I’ve always dreamed of 
doing and I’ve always wanted to win 
a Southern Area. 

“I jumped over it at light-welter 
when I really should have taken my 
time. That’s something experience has 
really taught me, so we’ll get this one of 
out of the way and go from there.” 

Goodjohn said sparring with 
brother Liam, among others, had 
provided good preparation for his 
contest with the 31-year-old Croat 
boxer, who has a mixed record of 12 
wins, 12 defeats and two draws.

He said: “As it happens, Liam is 
a really tall welterweight, which is 
something I’m having to come to 
terms with. 

“At light-welter, I was one of the 
bigger guys, but now I’m going to 
come up against rangy fighters so it’s 
been really helpful for me. 

“We’ve been sparring eight to 10 
rounds together, so it’s been great. 
He has got really good energy and 
has always trained really hard and 
lived the life. 

“The lad I’m boxing has mixed 
in good company and gone the 
distance with them, so I’m hoping 
he’s going to come forward and I can 
show my skills. 

“I don’t want to have a moving 
punchbag. My supporters want to 
see me in a live fight, not a glorified 
sparring session. It’s just about testing 



the water at the weight, so it’s a perfect 
match for me.”

Perry blast for opponent's 
'negative' tactics after exit 
from UK Championship 


JOE Perry was left angered by 
Robbie Williams’ negative tactics 
after crashing out of the Betway 
UK Championship in York at the 
second-round stage on Saturday 
evening. 

The Chatteris cueman believes 
Williams was playing unnecessarily 
slowly and negatively as the Wallasey 
man triumphed 6-3 in an attritional 
match at the Barbican Centre. 

After the game, Williams

Perry had worked to 
perfection, but the ^ 
world No 10 insists 
his tactics were bad 
for the sport. 

"I'm devastated, 
quite honestly the most 
bored I've ever been in a 
snooker match," said Perry. 

"I don't want to be too 
disrespectful but I just don't see 
what you get out of playing like 
that, it's so boring, I was bored 
after two frames. 

"It's a massive event and I know 
not everyone finds the game 
easy and he was trying hard, and 
good luck to him, but I remember 
someone describing snooker as 
'pulling teeth' and that was worse. 

"It's not all about a shot-clock, 
players need to change their 
mentality a bit, you need to go out 
there and try to win and try not to 
lose, some of the negative safety 
being played is beyond belief. 

"The style of play and the speed of 
play is just a joke, it's something that 
the game needs to address if we're 
going to get new fans and sponsors." 



Perry's disappointment was 
compounded because his nine- 
year-old daughter was in the crowd 
watching him play for the first time. 

At 41-years-old, Perry (pictured 
below) is still right at the top of his 
game. 

But he acknowledges that 
snooker needs to be fun for him at 
this stage of his career. 

"At my age and time in my career 
it's about enjoying snooker and 
if I have to play like that 
every time I come out 
then it won't be long 
k before I call it a day," 
said Perry. 

"I don't want to, 

I love the game, I 
enjoy snooker but 
that's just not fun, 
that's just boring hard 
work. 

"I think it's put my 
daughter off coming for life, she 
was probably fast asleep up there."
